‘‘Shekel  Yisroel”  and  Year  III,  meaning 
the  third  year  of  Hebrew  independence. 
On  the  opposite  side  is  “Yerusholaim 
Hakedosha,”  Jerusalem  the  Holy.  -The 
picture  represents  the  rod  of  Aaron 
which  budded— a  priestly  symbol.
